Fraud Practiced on 
Devotees of Buddha 
When tho Oriental wishes to pro 
duce pearl images of Buddha, after 
inserting his wooden wedge 
carefully forced the mantle for ti 
little way from its attachment to 
the inner bottom edge of the mussel 
shell. 
Then he took a number <>f 
small images of Buddha stamped 
in tin, upon the under side of which 
lie placed some sticky substance— 
probably a hit of beeswax—and, 
after carefully lifting the edge of 
the mantle he inserted them and 
fixed them row upon row on the 
inside of the shell. 
All that was necessary now was 
to return the mussel to the pool. 
where it would shortly repair the 
injury done to the edge of the man­ 
gle and overcome the irritation pro­ 
duced by tile irregular surface of 
the tin images by coating them with 
nacre. 
So after a few months, a 
.Tear or more, when these mussels 
were taken from the pools, killed 
and opened, the images would he 
found fixed to the inside of the 
shells just as they were placed, but 
now nicely coated with 
shining, 
pearly nacre—miraculous manifes­ 
tations of the Great Buddha, and 
as such highly prized by devout 
worshipers.
